Child Protective Services Worker Il will be a Social Worker II. Individudt® wow hold the
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titles of Senior Social Worker, Child Protective Services Worker | and Socgkai/will, under

this proposal, fall under the category of Social Worker 1.

The Department of Social Services (DSS) reports that these changesiiicatam are
a housekeeping matter and will not affect social worker salaries; noyseplof local
Departments of Social Services are likely to incur salary reductions oardaif these proposed
changes. Affected entities and other interested individuals may gain sothbesteéit from
having job titles corrected in these regulations.
